37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative called requesting further clarification 
pertaining to the Office action and interview dated 17 November, and 03 December, 2004, respectively. Applicants 
were advised that the Examiner believes a prima facie 103 rejection has been clearly set forth. Stamatatos and 
colleague provide HIV-1 SF162 V2 envelope deletions as claimed in the instant application. This teaching does not 
disclose actual methods of immunization employing said envelope to achieve a heterologous immune response. 
However, the teaching clearly states that deletion of V2, but not V1 , results in the presentation of cross-clade 
neutralizing epitopes and that this structure is conserved amongst different clade isolates. Thus, it is the Examiner's 
position that one of ordinary skill in the art would reasonably expect the administration of an HIV-1 SF162 V2 -deleted 
envelope immunogen to induce a cross-clade neutralizing antibody response in any given host since these antigenic 
determinants are clearly present in the deleted Env. Applicants contend, particularly in view of Haigwood et al. (1990), 
that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have reasonably expected the claimed construct to induce a cross- 
neutralizing antibody response. The Examiner was not persuaded by this argument. The construct of interest in this 
publication actually contained a deletion of both the V1 and V2 regions, thereby complicating any direct extrapolations 
between the two immunogens. Moreover, it is quite feasible that the additional deletion of the V1 region abrogated or 
altered the processing of said immunogen thereby resulting in a less robust immune response to the determinants of 
interest . 
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
